One student was killed and 15 per- 
sons were injured in a fire that 
broke out in the gymnasium of the 
Illinois Woman's College here last 
night during a Washington birth- 
day program. 

Miss Eugenia Van Norman of 
Jasper, Ind., was killed in jumping 
from a window. ; 

Mrs. Clarence P. McClelland, 
wife of the president of the col- 
lege, also jurnped from a window, 
breaking a leg and suffering other 
injuries. ; 

Eight students and two women, 
including Miss Winifred Fackerle, 
a matron, suffered from burns. 
Others were injured in a scramble 
for exits. 

About 200 students and towns- 
people were in the gyninasium 
when the fire was discovered. 

Many of the students in the gym- 
nasium wore petticoated, wide skirt 
costume of Colonial days, and were 
hampered in making their escape. 

President McClelland, with his 
wife in the balcony at the rear of 
the gymnasium, vainly shouted for 
order as the flames leaped toward 
the audience from the stage. His 
efforts were futile. He stayed in 
the building until the students, 
many of whom had fainted and 
‘were being assisted by friends, had 
escaped. 

The program was almost over. 
The stage had been turned over to 
a photographer while costumed 
girls exhibited colonial dances on 
the main floor. The photographer 
had taken one flashlight picture 
and was getting instructions for 
another.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—With 
the exception of Russia, the United 
States has no important unadjusted 
problem with the government of 
any LKuropean nation, and our for- 
eign relations with all of the world 
have rarely been in a more happy 
condition, President Coolidge de- 
clared last night at the commence- 
ment exercise: of George Wash- 
ington University in the Washing- 
ton Auditorium. 

Speaking before the university 
named after the First President of 
the United States, Mr. Coolidge 
took occasion in what was yirtual- 
ly his own farewell addregg® to re- 
peat Washington’s warning against 
permanent and political alliances 
with: foreign nations. He pointed 
out, however, that the detachment 
of the United States imposed an 
obligation to serve the other na- 
tions of the world whenever called 
upon for friendly offices, 

“Washington,” he said, “was one 
of the first in a practical way to 
coneeive of the United States as an 
independent establishment. Be- 
fore him it had been a Province. 
After him it was a nation. Even} 
following tlie Revolution there 
were many people in this country 
who clung to the old thought that 
we were a European dependency. 
If we were not to look to England, 
then we must look to France. It 
was the clear belief of Washing- 
ton that we must look to our- 
selves. Habits of thought live on. 
There are still those among us who 
have an inferiority complex and 
there are still people in [Europe 
who regard us as a Province. He 
therefore warned us in his Fare- 
well Address to beware of perma- 
nent and political alliances. The 
phrase entangling alliances is not 
from him, but from Jefferson.” 

Alliances and Associations. 

The President stated that there 
was a difference between an alli- 
ance and an association of prac- 
tically all nations seeking te recog- 
nize their common interes*s and to 
discharge common obligations. As 
long as we continue 48S a nation we 
shall have such relations’ with 
other nations, he said, and there 
is no reason for grave concern be- 
cause those relations cal: for occa- 
sional readjustment. 

“Tt is possible to say of our for- 
eign relations at the present time 


that they have rarely been in a 
more happy condition,” he said 
“The uncertainty which existed 


south of the Pio Grande nas been 
very much relieved. The dcmestic 
disorders in Central America are 
being adjusted with a satisfaction 
that is almost universal. Even the 
mouths of those who would rather 
criticise us than have us do right 
have been stopped. 

“The recent Pan-American Con. 
gress ‘held in Washington exhibited 
a spirit of friendliness and gcod- 
will which was most geratifying 
Competent and experienced observ- 
ers have assured me that our re- 
lations with South A'nerica are on) 
the most satisfactory basis that) 
they have been fou2o years. 

Russia Only Unsolved tssue. 

“On the far side of the Pacific 
our situation {is equally satisfac- 
tory. We have no important un- 
adjusted problem with the govern 
ment of any Eurorean naticn, with 
the exception of Russia. Outside 
of that country all the issues that 
arose, even out of the World War.

Leader Tells How Group 


Suffered While Isolated 


In Snow for Four Days 


Stalled in Red Desert—Food Rationed 


and Strict Discipline Enforced. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCK SPRINGS, Wyo., Feb. £3 
A story of suffering and enforce- 
ment of military discipline was 
told esterlay by terman C. Keis- 


er of Carlsbad, N. M., leader of the 
crew of a fleet of 23 trucks, which 
were snowbound in the Red Des’rt 
since Monday. 

Kaiser arrived here with the 
first group rescued, but returned 
later to aid in bringing out the 
rest. 

“It was the worst snow I ever 
saw,” he said. “Until the airplane 
with provisions arrived Thursduy 
night we had only a little food, 
and that was being rationed in 
two scant mreals a day. No one 
can realize what we suffered.’ 

The temperature was far belcw 
zero during all the time the party 
was stranded, and all were forced 
to seek shelter in trucks from the 
gales that piled snow across the 
desert. Iaimber loaded on sorne 
o. the trucks was burned to pro- 
vide warmth. 

Military Rule Applied. 

Keiser applied something sim- 
ilar to mihitary law to the outfit. 

“It had to be done,” he said. 
“Someone had to be in control, 
and I assumed the position. dAl- 
most all of the men had been on 
my payroll several years, and they 
all were fine.” 

A quarrel arose, however, when 
several men, after prolonged svuf- 
fering, wanted to make it on foot 
to the Union Pacific tracks, some 
miles away, in hope of being able 
to stop a train, 

“I realized the hazard of such a 
trip through an impenetrable bliz- 


zard, and rejected the plan, order- 
ing the men to obey or accept the 
consequences. Forceful methods 
finally were necessary to restore 
order,” he asserted. 

Women and children were plased 
in the trucks, huddled together, 
with all available wrappings over 
them. The men could not sleep 
during the three nights the party 
was marooned because there was 
room in the trucks only for the 
women and children. All night 
long they paced back and forth 
about the machines to keep from 
freezing. 

Keiser is president of the com- 
pany which owns the trucks. 

Snow Five Feet Deep. 

The trucks carrying the group 
from New Mexico to a construc- 
tion job near here, became stalled 
Monday when a blizzard piled five 
to six feet of snow on the high- 
way. Moderating weather yester- 
day favored the travelers and trac- 
tors led a slow advance of the 
caravan toward Rock Springs. 

Edward Kiviaho, a representa- 
tive of the Department of Com- 
merce, worked his way on foot 
with several others through the 
drifts but was nearly exhausted 
when highway ‘workers trying to 
reach the party from Rock 
Springs found him. 

His companions, Kiviaho said, 
collapsed and were taken care of 
by the workers. Supplies dropped 
to the marooned party from an 
airplane sent from Salt Lake City 
included blankets to keep them 
warm at night. The strahded 
group cheered when the flyer hove 
in sight and -circled over their 
camp.

Father and Daughter Killed. 

Sevrin Schwent, 53 years old, and 
his daughter, Mrs. Hilda Brecht, 
24, were killed yesterday when an 
automobile in which they were 
riding to work was demolished by 
“The Tennesseean,’ passenger train 
of the Missouri Pacific. The Cor- 
oner’s jury stated in its verdict 
that it could not ascertain whether 
the collision was ‘‘criminal or ac- 
cidental.”

mitory, to be known as the Walker 
Dormitory, income from which 
would be used for the new bureau.

STATE HIRES SPECIALIST. 
ATADOLLARAYEAR 


Dr. M. A. Bliss Cancels Euro- 
pean Trip to Become Hos- 
“pital Supervisor. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 23.— 
Dr. Malcolm A. Bliss, mental spe- 
cialist at St. Louis, ts to become a 
dollar-a-year man for the State of 
Missouri, it was disclosed in the 
House of Representatives yester- 


day. Dr. Bliss will be State Health 
Supervisor of State Hospitals and 
will serve for $2 during the 1929- 
1930 biennium in a pagition previ- 
ously paying $7000. 3 

This information was given the 
House by Dr. C. H. Wallace, a Rep- 
resentative from St, Joseph, during 
the debate on a bill to increase the 
requirements for superintendents of 
State hospitals. Passed, withort 
opposition in the House, the meas- 
ure provides that superintendents 
of State eleemosynary hospitals 
shall have at least three years’ 
training in hospital work. 

The bill, as originally presented 
by Dr. Wallace, also reduced the 
salary of the supervisor from $7000 
to $5000 a year, but Representative 
Wallace explained it would he 
amended in the Senate to provide 
for the $1l-a-year basis under 
which Dr. Bliss will serve. The 
bill also increases the salary of the 
president of the board of mana- 
gers of State eleemosynary institu- 
tions from $4000 to $5000 a year. 

It also was disclosed that Dr. 
Bliss has canceled an intended tour 
of Europe to aid the administration 
of Gov. Caulfield in State hospital 
work. The health supervisorship 
was created during the Hyde ad- 
ministration in 1921 and was de- 
signed to attract specialists on men-— 
tal diseases. Several physicians 
have served in the position, but re- 
cently it has been vacant.

THE OFFICE THAT NOBODY WANTS. 

Mr. Hoover seems to be having difficulty with his 
Cabinet. That is the impression at Washington, 
which has communicated itself to the country. The 
troublesome portfolio is that ‘of Attorney-General. 
We are told that the President-elect, determined to 
have Mr. Borah in his official family and undaunted 
by the Senator’s refusal of the Secretaryship of State, 
has “challenged” him to head the Department of Jus- 
tice. All this is, of course, conjectural, since the dis- 
cussions between the men are necessarily confiden- 
tial. 

The supposition prevails that Mr. Hoover’s person- 
al choice for the place is Col. W. J. Donovan, Mr. 
Sargent’s first assistant. This assumed preference is 
based on close friendship, on Mr. Donovan's de- 
voted and effective political service and, as his ad- 
mirers insist, on his striking fitness. But Mr. Dono- 
yan is out of the picture, they say, because he is not 
at heart a prohibitionist. There has been no inti- 
mation, so far as we know, that the warrior-lawyer

PROGRESS FOR RAPID TRANSIT. _~=sC! 


There is good prospect of early agreement in the | 
House of Representatives on the terminable permit 
bill, the one remaining measure of the city’s rapid 
transit legislative program over which there is doubt. 
The other three measures have been engrossed in the 
House. 

Providing for terminable permits in lieu of fixed 
term franchises there are two bills, each reported 
favorably from a different committee. One is the 
city’s bill, drafted by the Transportation Survey 
Commission and the other is the substitute meas 


‘ure fostered by the State utility interests and pre-| 


sented by Representative Blair of Cole County. 

Mr. Blair presented his substitute bill after it was 
pointed out in the Post-Dispatch last Monday that his 
original measure was one-sided in favor of the utili- 
ties and afforded practically no protection against the 
probability that a permit once issued under it would 
become a perpetual franchise. His substitute bill 
conforms to the provisions of the commission’s bill 
as amended, but it goes farther and extends its terms 
to all utilities in the State except telephone com- 
panies. 

Either of these bills in their present form would 
permit the rapid transit program of St. Louis to pro- 
ceed. Enactment of one or the other along with the 
three measures that already have been engrossed 
would turn on the “Go” signal so far as the State 


is concerned, and then if subway or elevated trains 
/are not running in St. Louis in a reasonable time it

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Reed’s Indictment of Prohibition 


New York Times praises Reed for assailing drinking drys of the Senate; Milwaukee 
Journal comes to the conclusion that we are hypocritical in our attitude toward 
the dry laws; Washington. Post says it was a mistake to transfer police power 
from the States to the Federal Government. 


THE FUNDAMENTAL FAULT. 
From the Washington Post. 
ENATOR REED of Missouri tells 
truth in declaring that the prohibition 
law is not only not enforced, but is made 
the means of hypocrisy, crime, corruption, 
graft, demoralization of justice, and fracd 
upon both Gevernment and people. Power- 
ful as is Senator Reed’s arraignment of the 
hypocrites and criminals who take advan- 
tage of the prohibition amendment and thc 
Volstead law, he could have made it more 
powerful and still remained within the 
bounds of truth. But even if he shouid 
publish the names of all members of Con- 
gress who support the prohibition law an® 
ther violate it, and should expose every of-

the present blundering attempt to suppress 
the liquor traffic, the fact would remain 
that the American people have outlawed 
the traffic and are supporting efforts to 
make their will effective. 

If any improvement is to be made in 
existing conditions, it does not lie in in- 
creasing the penalties for infractions of the 
law. Senator Jones’ bill, if enacted, will 
only make matters worse, by stimulating 
perjury and violence on the part of pro- 
hibition violators. If he should prescribe 
death as the penalty of every infraction of 
the Volstead act, it would still be violated, 
but in the violation there would be a train 
of perjury, murder and gangster terrorism 
following the violations. . 

The fundamental fault lies in the mistake 
made by the people when they transferred 


the police power of the States to the Fed-, 


eral Government. Prohibiti n or regulation 
of the liquor traffic is essentially an exer- 
cise of police power. The United States 
Government is not organized in such fash- 
ion as to make it possible for it to exer- 
cise the police power cffectively. Its at- 
tempt to do so within the States stirs up a 
hellbroth of confusion and corruption. The 
more actively the Government interferes, 
and the more severe the penalties it im- 
poses, the greater ts the resistance and the 
more habitual is the corruption of Govern- 
ment agents,

DEGREFS OF HYPOCRISY. 

From the New York Times. 

ENATOR REED of Missouri is not per- 

haps the greatest teacher of morals i. 
this country, but he discoursed so yvehemert- 
iy and entertainingly on the subject that 
the Senate unanimously agreed to suspend 
a previous unanimous agreement so that 
he might speak as long as he liked. The 
bill under discugsion was one to increase 
the penalties for violations of the Volsteed 
act. But Mr. Reed boidly argued that the 
act itself had been a fruitful mother of de- 
moralization and of crime in the United 
States. Over the hypocris; which has at- 
tended it he chiefly poured the vials of his 
wrath and scorn. And first place among 
the hypocrites he assigned to members of 
State Legislatures and o:1 the Congress of 
the United States who vote for a law which 
they not only habitually disregard in their 
private lives but which goes against their 
profoundest political convictions. This is 
surely the fine flower of personal hypocrisy 
and civic turpitude. Senator Reed was 
scarcely too severe in heaping contempt up- 
on the men in the Senate who he knows 
contmMualy flout the law they make and 


vote for it only out of fear that they may 
lose their office if they follow their own 
belies. 

The laws are able to classify and grade 
crimes. There are degrees of murder. It 
is harder to make nice distinctions in vir- 
tues and in vices. But if hypocrisy in public 
men is the darkest form of civic immoral- 
ity. then Senator Reed is correct in singling 
out the bad eminence of Senators who af- 
front their own intellects and stifle their 
own consciences by voting for prohibition 
as the verv acme of what is morally dis- 
graceful and ought to be politically repre- 
hensible.
